INFESTATION 

Household  Pests:  Bedding  may  be  taken  to  the  Council’s  Isolation 

Hospital  for  disinfestation.  Advice  is  given  to 
property  owners  and  tenants.  Sprays  and  powder 
blowers  are  loaned  on  application  and  spraying 
materials  provided.  D.D.T.  is  being  used  w ith 
advantage.  Refuse  tips  are  treated  as  required  to 
prevent  breeding,  the  most  successful  results  being 
obtained  by  the  use  of  Gammexane,  this  material 
being  particularly  efficient  with  crickets. 

Rats  &  Mice :  A  part-time  rat-catcher  is  employed.  The  whole  of 

the  sewers  throughout  the  town  have  been  treated 
in  accordance  with  the  Ministry’s  Instructions. 

Special  attention  has  been  given  to  the  Sewage  Works 
and  places  where  rats  are  likely  to  accumulate. 

The  work  of  disinfestation  is  carried  out  in 
accordance  with  the  methods  advocated  by  the  Rodent 
Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Food. 

Scabies ;  A  marked  decrease  has  been  noted  in  the  number  of 

patients,  the  rare  cases  observed  being  treated  at 
the  West  Riding  County  Council  Clinic.
